People 
in the northern states have read with scme 
degree of sensibility the late accounts from 
Charleston, of the tcial and execution of a num-

We saw this 
document in sevcral papers, before we ven- 
tured to read it, presuming that it developed 
a series of ungrateful, nefarious, and, perhaps, 
bloody, transactions on the part of the negroes, 
with which ‘we had no desire to become ac- 
quainted. If any others have been induced, 
from similar feelings to turn aside from the 
perusal of the governor's * plain detail of the 
principal incidents,” we assure them, their 
anticipations are entirely unfounded. They 
may peruse it, without being called to exer-
